General sessions for farmers will 
be held oach morning, followed m 
the afternoons by meetings of fruit 
growers, dairy farmers, beekeepers 
and tobacco growers, and to consid- 
er special problems of soil conser- 
vation, livestock production, and 
the marketing of farm products. 

Farmers will meet in the livestock 
pavilion on the Experiment Station 
farm, while the liomemakers will 
convene In the Memorial building 
on the campus.

W. Andrews, superintendent of the 



Through this new listening cen- 
ter, children and adults In the vi- 
cinity of Pine Ridge may listen to 
educational and other worthwhile 
programs on the air. The sets will 
be tuned each day to the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky agricultural edu- 
cational and musical broadcasts, 
and at other times additional 
broadcasts will be tuned to for the 
benefit of the people of the com- 
munity. The management and util- 
ization of the center will be under 
the direct supervision of Professor 
Andrews. 

Funds for the purchase of the 
radio set for Alvln Drew School 
were furnished by Albert Plerl of 
Union City, New Jersey, who volun- 
teered the gift after reading about 
the activities of the U. K. listening 
center system In the 
Readers Digest. The radio sets 
used in the system are purchased 
entirely trom donated funds, while 
the university takes care of admin- 
istration and installation costs. No 
contributions have been solicited 
because complete dependence has 
been placed on voluntary donations. 

There are twenty-four listening 
centers in eastern Kentucky now in 
operation.
